60,000 to 70,- 
000 beads of cabbage, 10,000 to 12,000 
ears of corn, 10,000 to 12,000 stalks of 
celeiy. -j.OOO to ."i.OOO bushels of tur- 
nips;, besides large quantities of other 
vegetables, including egg plauts, car- 
rots, c.iutaloupo.s, wat-oi melons, beets, 
peppers, onions and radishes.

THE TIME WHEN HE WAS TEMPT- 


ED TO SUICIDE. 


An Instance When he Was More Seri- 


ous Than the Case Warranted—- 
Story Told by Secretaiy of War 
Stanton to Congiessrnan Young.

Burn- 
side and Poe with the Array of the Po- 
toiuac ai:d ihe critic-isms made there- 
ou t»y t!ie jiejVhpapers almost crazed 
b:£n. Time and again he would !"re«i 
tiiii:Seif from t!i«- Kxecume Mansion 
a.'id srt-k my little oitice. the 
only 


place in Washington, he often said, ! 
where he could be absolutely free from 
interruption. When he became clos<*- 
«1 with me on these visits Mr. Lincoln 
would unbosom himself and talk of 
his car?s and woes. Several times he 
insisted that he ought to resign, and 
thus give the country an opportunity 
to secure some one better fitted to ac- 
complish the great task expected ol 
the President. Or, if he did not re- 
sign, he thought he ought to impress 
upon Congress the propriety of giving 
the absolute control of the army to 
some purely military man. It was dur- 
ing one of these moods that he con- 
ceived the idea of plat-ins Hooker in 
command of the Army of the Potomac, 
and of vesting him with such power 
that, in his opinion, he could not fail 
of success. He had a great idea of 
Hooker's ability as a soldier, and in 
addition he believed him to be an hon- 
est man and a sincere patriot. He 
"wanted him to fight what he intended 
should be and what he felt would be, 
the closing battle of the war. Accord- 
ingly, when Hooker got under way, 
and the news came that at Chancel- 
lorsville he would make his fight, Mr. 
Lincoln was In the greatest state of 
mental excitement. From the time 
that Hooker's army began its march 
until the smoke of battle bad cleared 
from the fatal field of Chancellorsville, 
h& scarcely knew what it was to sleep. 


'"It will be remembered that the 


fight lasted three days. 
During the 


first two days it looked as if Hooker 
was about to accomplish what so 
many generals before him had failed 
to nlo;-but,early on the third day, the 
usual half-hour dispatches began to 
make matters look dark and ominoua 
of defeat. The whole day Mr. Lincoln 
was miserable. He ate nothing, and 
would see no one but me. As it grew 
dark the dispatches ceased coming at 
all., Mr. Lincoln would walk from the 
White House to my apartment and 
anxiously inquire for news from Hoolr- 
er. With the going down of the sun 
a cold and drenching rain set in, 
which lasted through the night. 
At 


about 7 o'clock Mr. Lincoln ceased his 
visits to my apartment, and gave or- 
ders at the Executive Mansion that he 
would see no one before morning. An. 
hour afterward a dispatch of indefinite 
character was received from Hooker, 
and I hurried with it to Mr. Lincoln's 
apartments. 
When I entered I found 


him walking the floor, and his agon- 
ized appearance so terrified me that it 
was with difficulty that I could speak. 
Mr. Lincoln approached me like a man 
wild with excitement, seized the dis- 
patch from my hand, read it, and. hia 
facf! slightly brightening, remarked: 
'Stanton. there Is hope yet!' At my 
solicitation Mr. Lincoln accompanied 
mo to the War Department, where he 
•agreed to spend the night, or until 
something definite was heard from 
Hooker. For five hours, the longest 
and most wearisome of rny life, I wait- 
ed before fi dispatch announcing the 
retreat of Hooker was received. When 
M!r. Lincoln mid it he threw up hia 
hands and exclaimed, 'My God, Stan- 
ton, our cause is lost! We are ruined 
i—we are ruined; and such a fearful 
loss of life: My God! this is more than 
I can endure'1 He stood, trembling 
vi»tl)b',,his face of a ghastly hue, the 
perspiration standing out in big spots 
on his brow. Ho put ou his hat and 
coat-ami began to pace the floor. For 
five or ten minutes he was silent and 
then, turning to me, he said: 'If I am 
not around early to-morrow, do not 
send for me, nor allow any one to dis- 
turb me. Defeated again, and so many 
of our noble countrymen killed! What, 
will the people say?' 


"As he finished he started for the 


door. 
I was alarmed. 
There was 


something indescribable about the 
President's face and manner that 
made me feel that my chief should not 
b« left alone. How to approach him 
without creating suspicion was the 
thought of u second. Going up to him 
and laying my hand on his shoulder 
I Maid: 'Mr. President, I, too, am fool- 
ing that 1 would rath or be dead than 
alive; but is it manly—it is brave— 
that we should In- the first to suc- 
cumb'.' 1 have sin idcii; 
You remain 


here with me to night. Lit; down on 
yonder lounge, and by the time you 
have had a few hour*' sleep, 1 will 
ha-u- a Tfssel at the wharf, and we 
will go to the' front and KM tar our- 
selves tho condition of th» Army." 


"The idev of visiting tho army In 


portion actef, like a tonic. Mr. Lincoln 
Immediately adopted the suggestion. 
The next morning we loft Washington 
on a gunboat for Hooker's command. 
On our return trip Mr. Lincoln told mo 
that when he started to leave tho 
War Department on that evening he 
ha>1 fully made up hi* mind to go im- 
mediately to the. Potomac River and 
thero end his life, its many a poor crea- 
ture— but none hall' BO miserable as ho 
was at that tlmi>—had done before 
him."—Philadelphia Times.

ISM IS AN OCTOPUS. 


He Shows How It Reaches Out It* 


Tentacles to 
Destroy 
American 


Homes—Its Teachings and Its Dan- 
gers—A Synagogue of Satan. 


Test: "The synagogue of Satan."— 


Revelations 2. 9. 


Joseph Smith, the founder of Mor- 


monisrn. was born iu Sharon, Ver- 
mont, 1805. His mother was a super- 
stitious fortune teller. His father was 
illiterate, indolent and intemperate. 
The boy was raised with bad environ- 
ments, without the advantage of an 
education. At 15 years of age iu an 
esciting revival he" professed conver- 
1 


sion and began at oiit-e to claim that 
he saw visions, that Peter. James and 
John appeared to him with reveations 
from heaven. 
There was in him a 


stnuige mixture of religious emotion 
and base immoralities. 


About 1827 Joseph Smith met one 


Sydney Rigdon who had lived in Pitts- 
burg, and had become acquainted with 
the manuscript of a novel written by 
Mr. Spaulding. In which the American, 
Indians are described as the descend- 
ants of the Babel builders. This man- 
uscript, with Scriptural additions by 
Sydney Rigdon. was the basis of the 
Book of Mormon. 
Joseph 
Smith, 


however, claimed that he was guided 
by an angel to a hill near Palmyra, 
New York, where he found some gold 
plates which had been buried there 
for 1.400 years and on which was 
xvritten in strange characters God's 
revelation to him. \Vhile he translat- 
ed the characters on these plates he 
concealed himself behind a bed blank- 
et stretched across one corner of his 
mother's kitchen, and dictated them 
to a scribe who sat on the other side 
of the banket. 


Dr. D. J. McMillan, in his "Histori- 


cal Sketch o£ Mormonism," says: 
"Three kinds "*of charges followed 
Smith, everywhere and to his death, 
namely? Immorality, to cover up which 
the doctrine of spiritual marriage and 
the practice of polygamy began to be 
justified under certain restrictions a3 
early in 1836. 
The second charge 


which 
^variably followed him was 


dishonesty in the matter of money, as 
the Kirtland bank certainly shows. A 
theft was third. To justify his acts 
he asserted that the Mormons were 
Gods' peculiar people, to whom it 
was God's purpose to give the whole 
world and all that is therein; it was 
not stealing therefore to take what be- 
longs to oneself. Any one who asso- 
ciated with the Mormons as late as 20 
years ago heard this justification of 
theft urged again and again in the 
pulpit, as well as in private life." In 
the city of Nauvoo, 111., Joseph Smith 
was arrested and put in jail on a 
charge of having taken for a spiritual 
wife Mrs. Foster. A mob gathered, 
broke into the jail and shot him. 


Brigham Young, " a man of strong 


will, imposing presence, a genius for 
administration, and a sensualist," be- 
came his successor. Before he died 
he "had 199 wives, a multitude of de- 
scendants, and lived like an oriental 
prince. 
The decencies of civiliza- 


tion would not allow the Mormons to 
li\e in peace. Brigham Young, there- 


- fore decided to take his colony beyond 


the reach of Christian civilization, so 
that they might wallow in their moral 
filth to their heart's content. 
They 


settled on the shores of Salt Lake, and 
began a system of missionary activity 
which has increased their numbers 
to about 240,000. Every Moi-mon man 
before he can reach a position in the 
church must giv^, free of charge, two 
years of missionary work. Their sys- 
tem of tithing pours millions of dol- 
lars into their treasury. 


A careful study of the doctrines and 


practices of the Mormon church w;ll 
reveal that it is a veritable synagogue 
of Satan, an octopus with eight slimy 
tentacles.

It longest tentacle reaches 
with 


blasphemous assumption after God 
himself, and 
would dethrone him. 


Mormonism is the most degrading sys- 
tem of polytheism of which I know. 
It teaches that there are many gods, 
and the great God is supreme because 
he has the largest number of wives 
and children. This God became Adam 
in the Garden of Eden, and Eve was 
one of Ms wives which he brought 
with him. Men may become gods by 
the practice of polygamy, and every 
Mormon will be great in proportion to 
the number of-wives he marries. - x It 
is an established principle that men 
become like the object of their wor- 
ship, and such a sod of lust cannot 
fail to make his worshipers incarna- 
tions of sensuality.

Another slimy tentacle reaches af- 


ter Christ Himself, and would degrade 
our blessed Lord to the level of the 
lustful Turk. 
Mormonism with un- 


blushing blasphemy 
contends that 


.losus was a polyf;,imist. that Mary, 
Martha, and the women who minis- 
tered unto him were his numerous 
•^ ives. Such a conception of Christ is 
EO horrible that one bates to mention 
it, lest the very thought may grieve 
the Spirit of God, whose mission it is 
to glorify Jesus.

Another tentacle reaches after the 


Bible, and would set it aside as the 
infallible revelation of God. Mormons 
claim that the Bibif is inspired, while 
the "Book of Mormons," the "Doc- 
trines and Covenants," and the "Pearl 
of Great Price" are equally inspired. 
Now they go so far as to say that the 
Bible was good enough for the Jews 
and is good enough for the Gentiles, 
but God speaks to the "Latter Day 
Saints" with new revelations. 
The 


word of Brigham Young was accept- 
ed, therefore, as more authoritative 
than the words of Christ or Paul. It 
is claimed that God spake to-day 
through the Mormon priesthood, and 
the latest revelation is the best. These 
Mormon books have borrowed much 
from the Bible, and mixed with It 
their follies and flUh. In trying to 
make converts they 
magnify their 


own vagaries.

Mormon prophets 
| contend that the whole earth has been 


given to their church as a rightful 
inheritance. No government has a 


1 right to dictate to them. They are 


i the supreme law. Judge King, a rep- 
j rrseutative in Congress from Utah. 
| said in a public address, "ilormouism 


has eoiae to make thi- whole earth 
one nation, one people, one faith." 
They have no less ambition than to 
become the supreme power in the 
United States and the world. 
We 


may laugh at this presumption, if we 
please, but all the same we have in. 
our midst an organization, led by mas- 
ter minds, whose purpose is to sub- 
due, sooner or later, this fair land to 
its sway. Dr. A. C. Osborne. in his 
book on the "Mormon Doctrine of 
Heaven and Earth." states the case 
'airly in these words: "Their sacred 
>ooks teach that non-Mormons or 
3entiles stand in the same relation 
to the Mormons as the Canaanites 
stood to the Israelites nuder Joshua, 
that the lands and lives of all Gen- 
tiles have been forfeited by Divine 
decree, and may be taken by Mormons 
with impunity, for all the inhabitants 
of the earth are usurpers and tres- 
passers on their inheritance. The as- j 
sassination or spoliation of an unbe- 
liever is to a Mormon no crime, and 
may be a great virtue. Under this 
teaching assassinations have repeat- 
edly occurred in the history of Mor- 
monism, not of individuals only, but 
of whole companies of men. The com- 
plete annihilation by order of the 
church authorities in the Mountain 
Meadow Massacre in 1857 of 120 men 
and women and children on their way 
to California, is a case in point. For 
thfe crime John D. Lee, a Bishop of 
the Mormon church, who commanded 
the attacking party of Mormons, was 
tried in the United States Courts, con- 
victed and executed." 


In an address delivered September 


21. 1856, Brigham Young said: "The 
time is coming when justice will be 
laid to the line and righteousness to 
the plummet, when we shall take old 
broad sword and ask, Are you for God, 
and if you are not heartily on the 
Lord's side you will be cut down. It 
is to save them, not to destroy them. 
There are sins that blood of a lamb 
or goat or turtle doves cannot remit: 
but they must be atoned for by the 
blood of man. Will you love that man 
or woman well enough to shed their 
blood? 
That is what Jesus Christ 


meant. I have seen scores and hun- 
dreds of people for whom there would 
have been a chance if their lives had 
been taken and their blood spilt upon 
the ground as a smoking incense to 
the Almighty, but who are now the 
angels to the devil." This is a plain 
exposition of what 
Mormons call 


"atonement by blood." 
If Gentilea 


will not be saved by submitting to the 
Mormon priesthood, they must be 
saved by being murdered. 


I have been told by one who lived 


twelve years in Silt Lake City, and 
had made a careful study of the Mor- 
mon question, that every Mormon re- 
ceives what is called a garment of in- 
vestment, which has two slits across 
the heart and one across the abdo- 
men, and it means that if they prove 
disloyal to the Mormon church they 
will be disemboweled and 
pierced 


through the heart with two daggers. 
Such disemboweling and heart-pierc- 
ing are not unknown in the history of 
Mormonism. I would not.be an alarm- 
ist, but I believe the time is coming 
when the United States army will 
have to give its attention to the se- 
cret temples and organizations 
in 


some western states. In comparison 
with this great conspiracy the Ku 
Klux movement was child's play. 


VI. 


A sixth tentacle reaches after the 


home, and wraps its slimy length 
about the sacreclness oJ -wifehood and 
motherhood. Polygamy is not an in- 
cident in the Mormon system; it is its 
backbone and heart. Without it Mov- 
monism cannot live. When the Unit- 
ed States government decided that 
polygamy should bs abolished and 
pblygamists punisuod, the president 
of the Mormon KJ< rarchj- sooft had a 
vision which perm ttcd them to sub- 
mitto this law,but they publicly assert 
that it is only a temporary submis- 
sion. 
No woman croi go to heaven 


without being married to a Mormon; 
and, if she has been thus married, she 
is certain of a place in Paradise, how- 
ever vile her character. Not a few 
homes have been broken up by Mor- 
mon elders, who liave induced wives 
of reputable men to submit to a secret 
spiritual marriage in order that their 
souls might be saved. They go so far 
as to claim that a man still living can 
marry a woman who has died, and one 
of the Mormon elders has really been 
married to the Empress 
Josephine, 


who will be one of his many wives 
when he gets to heaven. 


There is living in Utan to-day a 


Mormon who has only one wife in the 
flesh, but who has been married to at 
least four in the spiritual world. He ex- 
pects, when he dies, to have a high 
position in heaven, because he will 
have so many wives to greet him on 
his arrival. It is a sad fact, which 
ought to move to tears of pity, that 
many Mormon women become so de- 
garded as to be in favor of this ar- 
rangement. Some of them have boast- 
ed in public that they are polygamous 
wives. It is a hopeful sign that the 
younK 
people 
who 
attend 
public 


schools and come in contact with 
Christian civilization, are revolting 
against oriental sensuality in the 
home, and are refusing to practice 
polygamy. 
There \a no doubt, how- 


ever, that the present elders of the 
Mormon conspiracy are in favor of 
polygamy, and that it is the heart and 
life of Mormon theology. 


Congressman-elect Roberts, in an 


article published r.ome time ago, said: 
" I lio lact 01 God's approval or plural 
marringoa in ancient times Is a com- 
plete defence of tin; righteousness of 
the marriage nystom introduced by 
revelation through the prophet Joseph 
Smith," and ho practices what he 
preaches by living na he pleases with 
two or three so called wives. Mormon-

Uut sensuality. 


The Mormon Saviour is a like- sensual- 
ist. He is next in rank and dignity 
to the eternal Father, because he has 
cohabited with more women and be- 
gotten more children than any other 
person except his fathe- 
The Mor- 


mon heaven is a Turkish harem, and 
its only reward is boundless license in 
sensu:-lity. 
His personal reward in 


eternity is dependent solely upon the 
extent to which Le has gratified bis 
lust iu this life, or has joined 10 him 
by the proxy marriage of deceased 
women those whom lie may cohabit 
and beget children in tjie future lift." \ 


"If the human mind has ever de- : 


vised anything so infamous 1 kuow \ 
not where it may be found. Christian i 
missionaries among the most degrad- 
ed subjects, so far as I have knowl- 
edge, have never 
found 
anything 


which as a system was so utterly de- 
based and debasing. Add to these 
doctrines concerning the fact that 
one-half the human race, the entire fe- 
male sex, has no personal relation to 
God or heaven, and no possible hope 
for the future life except as saved ir- 
respective of character and solely by 
marriage to a Mormon, and we have 
the lowest possible depth to which in 
any religious system the human mind 
can go. There are doctrines taught in 
almost every Mormon family in Utah, 
and publicly in their religious assem- 
blies concerning Christ and heaven, 
that would make blush tbe vilest oc- 
cupant, of the vilest house in the vilest 
streets in great cities, for however 
vile men ande women who have been 
brought up in a Christian land may 
be, they do think of God and of Christ 
and of heaven as pure." 


Shall all this blasphemous impurity 


he taught and inculcated as of Divine 
authority here in our commur "es, by 
those who openly proclaim tactt they 
will ultimately destroy our govern- 
ment, overthrow our religion and pos- 
sess our whole land, and we mean- 
time stop our ears and ignore the fact. 
Let us know what the facts are, re- 
volting though they be. that we may 
see aright and act aright concerning 
this unparalelled iniquity. Viewing its 
relation to God, to Christ, to the Bible, 
to the church, to tie nation, to the 
home and to heaven. Mormonism is 
the modern masterpiece of Satan. He 
poses here as a messenger of light, in 
order that he may displace the true 
light of God and Clirist and heaven, 
for this world and the next. 


VIII.

We have 
the greatest and smoothest liars in 
the world, the cunningest and most 
adroit thieves, and in every shade of j 
character that you can mention. We 
can pick out elders right here in 
Israel who can beat the world at gam- 
bling, who can handle cards and cut 
and shuffle them with the smartest 


| rogue on God's footstool. I can pro- 


duce elders here wlio can shave their 
smartest shavers 
and take their 


money from them. 
They can beat 


the world at any game. We can beat 
them because we have men here that 
have lived in the light of the Lord, 
that have the holy priesthood and 
hold tlie keys of tbe kingdom of God.'' 
Was anything more debasing ever ut- 
tered by human lips?

Such experience is common to every 


'arming district and to each section 
n the land v. here ordinary "count! y 
ro:ids" exist. The only lein'-dy is to int- 
>>-Gvt the roads by a. thorough system 
of maintenance, no matter \\ht-ther 
they are continued as "dirt" road*, or 
whether gravel, shell, stone or oiht-r 
substance be laid upon them to im- 
prove them. It is often thought, but 
most mistakenly, that Sf a road is ma- 
cadamized, it will need little or no e:u-e, 
ut k-asi for a number ol years, "flu in 
is no worse error Every road or street. 
no matter how constructed or laid, re 
CjUires constant watching, in order t| 
keep it at its best and get the maxi- 
mum results from it. This not only se~ 
cures the highest efficiency, but tha 
greatest economy of service. Counti y 
roads can he immensely improved by 
having them cared for constant'y by 
experts, and hiring competent persona 
to attend them, instead of depending 
on the worn-out, inefficient, extrava- 
gant and unbusinesslike plan of "work- 
ing out" road taxes. 
In order to have better roads thac 


now exist, it is by no means necessary 
to expend thousands of dollars in mak- 
ing: substantial stone surfaces. Such, ot 
course, are the most satisfactory and 
xi&etul when circumstances permit ol 
their construction but there are hosts 
of places and localities and sparsely 
stilled districts in which they aie not 
practicable, on account of the relative-. 
ly limited amount of travel. 
In such 


places, and under such circumstances, 
it is quite possible to get along with- 
out them, and actually to do very well 
by improving the common earth roads 
and instituting a scientific system of 
maintenance for them. 


Iu order to get good results fiora 


common country roads, they, as a rule, 
require to be thoroughly graded and 
drained for if they are not kept free 
of water at all times, it is absolutely 
useless to expect that they can be 
made decent. The first and fundamen- 
tal ifequisite of good roads is thorough. 
drainage, and this means both surface 
drainage and subdrainagc. There must 
be suilable gutiers on both sides of the 
road; water must be carried 
away 


from the road and prevented abso- 
lutely from penetrating under it, and 
the surface must be kept smooth and 
even, so that rain will immediately run 
off into the gutters. 


After this is provided for, a system of 


maintenance 
must 
be 
established 


whereby some o'ne man, or a few men. 
>vi!! be constantly employed m going 
over the roads, filling up holes and Je- 
1-iref-sions, removing stones, clearing 
gutters, and doing the thousand and 
one things which are a daily necessi- 
ty if roads are to be kept good. This, 
of course, means that "working out" 
road taxes must be done away with 
forever, and a business-like money 
£>>.tem adopted in its stead. This is a 
necessary preliminary to decent roads. 
and once put into operation is more 
economical, efficient and satisfactory 
thati the old way, and if properly com- 
bined with a suitable sjstem of load 
maintenance will, in a short time, im- 
meiihely improve the roads of the dis- 
trict in which it is employed — L. H. I1., 
in Country Gentleman.

than gaining in fertility. Some farmers 
sufiftst that it might pay to sow crim- 
son clo\er, getting the fall growth and 
some winter protection for the ground. 
The early breaking for oats in the 
spung would make any gain 
from 


&puns Krowth impossible. The objec- 
tion to tf'iK -is it seems to me, would 
be that crimson clover is not sure of 
doing much good so far north as Uiv.- 
southern part of this oat seclion. Rye 
has been proposed, but it is question- 
able whether the rye would pay M hen 
Uie bieaking should be done very early 
in spring for oats, and moreover I 
should fear that the tufts of rye would 
grow in the oats. The rotation seems 
to demand that the land be bare •'nun 
September to the succeeding spring.— 
Exchange.
